WORKING UP A GRANT BOOM. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Dun vor, Ia., March 2.—Evidence that a po- 
litical cabal to promote Grant's candidacy ex- 
ists in Iowa is accumulating. The plot to over- 
throw the will of the people received its inspira- 
tion from Washington recentiy. The friends of 
acertain Iowa Senator are the originators of 
the Grant movement. The same clique but a 
short time ago professed to be enthusiastic fur 
Blaine. The utterances of his friends indivate 
that Senator Allison favors the scheme. But, 
whether this is true or not, his henchmen at 
least are fostering it. The plot is not yet ma- 
tured. Meanwhile the Senator's co-workers are 
hedging on their previously- expressed prefer- 
ence for Blaine. They declare Blaine to be 
weakening, and Grant's nomination inevita- 
ble. Evidently they have been seen in 
the interest of the ex-President. Their action 
does not surprise the people of Iowa, who 
have long ago become inured to their 
disreputable machinations. The manipulators 
of the lowa machine aim to be on the winning 
side regardless of popular sentiment in the 
State. The editor of the Dubuque Times, a prom- 
inent member of the ring and Senator Allison's 
especial champion, who, ten days ago, editorially 
announced that the Iowa delegation would be 
unanimous for Blaine, now, undoubtedly in- 
fluenced by Washington dictum, by implication 
retracts that statement. The retraction is 
unique.

MUST "PAY UP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna. 

Detroit, March 4.—John Wright, of Windsor, 
was killed by cars of the Canada Southern at 
Wyandotte Station in 1875,and had insurance 
policies on his life for $10,000. The companies 
refused to pay, and the case went to the courts 
in Canada, relatives bringing suit against the 
Sun Mutual and London Life Insurance Compa- 
nies to recover. They defended in the first 
court on the ground that it was a case of suicide, 
but a verdict was rendered against them. They 
carried it up, and were again defeated. Finally, 
after several years of litigation. it was carried 


to the Canadian Court of Appeals at Toronto. 
J. B. Wright, of this city, one of the heirs, to-day 
received a telegram sta that judgment had 
been given, approving the verdicts of the courts 
below against the companies for principal, in- 
terest, and costs. The claim was for $10,000; the 
interest amounts to about $2,000, and the costs 
taxed prior to its being taken to the court of 
last resort amounted to nearly $6,000.

THE RIGHT OF NULLIFICATION. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has within a few days delivered judgment 
upon several cases involving the question of 
the relative sovegeignty of the several States, 
and of the United States, and of the er of 
the United States to prohibit such evasions 
and denials of National law as amount to 
nullification, A brief- statement of the facts 
and decision in each case will enable every 
reader to understand ‘what the Court hag 
done. |" 

Taylor Strander; a negro, was indicted ina 
court and tried at Wheeling, W. Va., for 
murder, The law of West Virginia excludes 
all negro persons from juries. At the trial 
the prisoner moved that his case be trans- 
ferred to the United States Court; this mo- 
tion was overruled, and the man was con- 
vieted and sentenced. Upon appeal, the 
Supreme Court of West Virginia affirmed 
the decision, and now the Supreme Court of 
the United States decides that, under the 
Fourteenth Amendment, the negroes are de- 
clared citizens of the United States, and as 
such are entitled to all the rights and protec- 
tions awarded to other citizens; that the pro- 
hibition of colored citizens from service on 
juries, because of their color, was a denial to 
this man of the equality before the law be- 
longing of right to all citizens. It further 
decides that the authority of the United 
States is to prevail when the State authority 
eonflicts, and that the act of 1875 which con- 
fers the right to have a civil or criminal case 
transferred to the United States Courts 
whenever the party is denied any of his 
rights as a citizen because of his calor is 
constitutional. The case is therefore re- 
manded to be tried in the United States 
Court of West Virginia, 

The second case arises under the same 
general circumstances. J. D. Coles is a 
Judge of a State Court in West Virginia. 
In his ministerial capacity he has excluded 
all colored citizens from juries on account of 
their race and color. For this violation of 
the law of the United States of 1875 he was 
indicted in the United States Court of West 
Virginia. He pleaded that the law of the 
State of West Virginia excludes negroes from 
juries, and that he, as Judge, obeyed the law of 
hisS d ot responsible to the United 
States. 
States decides act of Congress of 1875 
which provides for the trial and punishment 
of officers who exclude citizens from the 
jury-list because of heir race and color to 
be constitutional, The right of equality is 
a constitutional one, and it cannat be denied 
by State action or State law. No State can 
authorize its officer to nullify the law of the

A third case is one from Virginia. A ne- 
gro was indicted for murder, and he asked 
that one-third or some portion of the jury 


laws 


should be of his own race. This the State 


Court refused; on this ground the prisoner 
asked that the case be transferred to the 
United States Court, and the United States 
District Court so ordered. The State author- 
ities appealed tothe Supreme Court of the 
United States, which Court has now decided 
that there was no such denial of equal right 
by the State Court as to entitle the prisoner 
to have his case removed to the Federal Court. 
The law of Virginia does not exclude negroes 
from juries; all are eligible, but this does 
not entitle the prisoner to a mixed jury; 80 
long as the law does not exclude jurors be- 
cause of their race and color, there is no dis- 
crimination for that cause. The prisonerhad 


no right to demand that a portion of the jury | 


should be of his own color. The case was 
therefore sent back to be restored to the 
State Court, 

The next case was that of James M, Davis, 
an offieer of the United States Revenue 
Service in Tennessee, While engaged in the 
execution of the law and seeking to arrest 
some persons operating an illicit still, Davis 
and his party were attacked, and in the skir- 
misti one J. B. Haynes was killod. For this, 
Davis was indicted for murder by a State 
Court; the case was transferred to the United 
States Court in Tennessee, and, on a ques- 
tion as to the jurisdiction of this Court, the 
whole matter was brought before the United 
States Supreme Court, which Court disposes 
of the matter very emphatically. It says: 


The United States, the Court holds, is a Gov- 
ernment with authority extending over the 
whole territory of the Union, acting upon the 
States and people of the States. While it is Um- 
ited in a number of its powers. so far as its sov- 
ereignty extends it is supreme. No State can 
exclude it from exercising any authority con- 
ferred upon it by the Constitution, obstruct its 
authorized officers against its will, or withhold 
from it for a moment the cognizance of any 
subject which that instrument has committed to 
it. The General Government must cease to 
exist whenever it loses the power of protecting 
itself in the exercise of ita constitutional powers. 
It can act only through its officers and agents, 
and they must act within the States. If, 
thus acting and within the scope of their 
authority, those officers cau be arrested and 
eat to a trial in g State Court on 
an alleged offense against the law of the State, 
yet warranted by the Federal authority they 
possess, and if the General Government is pow- 
erless to interfere at once for their protection,— 
if their protection must be left to the action of 
the State Court,—the operations of the General 
Government may at any time be arrested at the 
will of one ef its members, No such element of 
weakness is to be found in the Constitution. If 
a case, whether civil or criminal. be one to which 
the judicial power of the United States extends, 
Federal Court is no invasion 
of the State domain; on the contrary, a denial 
of the right of Spe General Government to re- 
move them, to take charge of and try any case 
arising under the Constitution and laws of the 
United States, is a denial af the conceded sover- 
eignty of that Government over a subject ex- 
pressiy committed to it, 

In all these cases, the reader will observe. 
the issue is presented as to the relative su- 
premacy of National or State authority. The 
Constitution of the United States reads: 
“This Constitution and the laws of the 
United States which shall be made iy pur- 
suance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the authority of 
the United States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land; and the Judges in every State 
sh@l be bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any Stage to the contrary 
notwithstanding,” 

In all these cases the State Legislatures 
and the Courts sought to nullify and override 
the laws and Constitution of the United 
States, and these several decisions by the 
Supreme Court simply bring these State 
Courts back to the knowledge that the Fed- 
eral law is supreme, and that they cannot 
plead State authority for nullifying the lawa 
of the United States. 

The Brigadiers in Congress, and we sup 
pose the Democratic party generally, have 
already begun the denunciation of the Su- 
preme Court, and the charge of “ consol- 
dated government“ will find general repeti- 
tion, The decisions simply assert that ours 
is a consolidated_Government to the extent 
that in the enforcement of the Constitution, 
and in the execution of the laws thereunder, 
State laws, State Constitutions, and State 
authority generally must yield precedence to 
the National. In all these cases the issue is 
directly made whether a State officer can nul- 
lify a law of Congress because it conflicts 
with a law of the State, and whether an of- 
ficer of the United States can be arrested and 
punished by a State Court for official acts in 
executing a law of the United States. The 
Supreme Court affirms the superior sover- 
eignty of the Nation, and hence the Dem 
cratic how! concerning the subordination of 
State-sovereignty.

Thus the Committee announced to the 
country that it will not permit any bill to he 
reported at this session to amend the frauds 
and robberies in the tariff.

Even to make a 
motion to pass one of these tariff bills will re- 
quire the previous consent of the prohibition-

er protection than they enjoyed under even 
a professed protectionist. * 
The action of the Committee of Ways and 
Means is disgraceful; the country may well 
go further and say itis dishonest, It is an 
extension of time in which plunder and rob- 
bery may be profitably prosecuted under the 
sanction of law. Itisashameless disregard 
of the obligations of Representatives; a sur- 
render by 208 sworn representatives of the 
people of the exelusive power to per- 
petuate iniquitous and indefensible tax- 
ation to seven representatives of the 
most scandalous monopolies which 
curse the land. The steel-rail companies 
and the railroad corporations they own, the 
fraudulent sugar-réfiners, the patent and 
protected pulp members in Congress, the 
carpet monopolists, and the whole army of 
beneficlarieg under special legislation, have 
combined and hold the honesty, the good 
faith, the morality, and consciences of the 
majority of the House of Representatives in 
absolute control. To this union of thieves 
the House has bartered away even the privi- 
lege to make a motion that a bill amending 
some mongtrosity of tariff taxation shall be 
voted upon, even when desired by two-thirds 
of the members. It is possible that in due 
time retributive justice may at least reach 
the false Representative, even if it fail to 
touch the enormity by which he was cor- 


rupted. 
THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER JOB. 

When the personnel of the Mississippi 
Comm ission was made public, THe TrRisung 
charged that the Commission had been 
packed in the interest of the levee and jetty 
jab. The proceedings of the Commission 
since its appointment, and the report which 
it has just made, sufficiently confirm this 
charge. Something like a quarter of a mill- 
ion of dollars have been expended in salaries 
and the expenses of observations and tri- 


, | angulations,” but the outlet plan has not a 


single representative on the Commission, and 
Capt, Cowdon, the chief exponent and advo- 
cate of this plan, has not been able to secure 
a fair h@aring. A report has been made in 
which a unanimous indorsement of the em- 
bankment scheme is given in general terms, 
and a unanimous condemnation made of the 
outlet plan, but in equally general terms, 
The report might have been written out just 
as well without an appropriation of $250,000, 
which is what it has cost. 

In recommending the adoption of the levee 
system, the Commission say they are “ not 
prepared to submit a full and detailed report, 
with estimates of the final cost of any gener- 
al system of river improvement,” but in the 


‘meantime they recommend a little appropri- 


ation, amounting te something more than 
jive millions of dollars, as a starter. The 
Commission might have said more fairly that 
any estimate of the ultimate cost of leveeing 
the entire Mississippi, and of protecting the 
embankments from decay and the undermin- 
ing of water and yermin, ig beyond the scope 
of mathematical calculation and would startle 
the country into a prompt defeat of the en- 
tire job. But if the schemers and con- 
tractors, in whose interest the Eads Com- 
mission have reported, ean grab $5,000,000 
fram the Government Treasury to begin 
with, they are convinced that they can ad- 
vance the job sufficiently to commit the Gov- 
ernment to a continuance and thereafter 
draw millions of public money every year 


during an indefinit period. The $5,000,000, 


which they ask to start on is merely to close 
gaps in existing levees, for damming natural 
outlets, and deepening the channel for a dis- 
tance of 200 miles. In other words, the huge 
sum now asked would barely suffice to make 
the necessary preparations for a general sys- 
tem of levees and jetties. 

The outlet system is condemned as “being 
of diffusion and waste, and not of contrac- 
tion.” We. presume that this is meant to ap 
ply to the navigation of the river. Capt, Cow- 
don contends, on the other hand, and appar- 
ently with reason, that any outlet which 
shall inérease the fall of the water will nec- 
essarily ‘aceelerate the current, the effect of 
which will be to deepen the channel and im- 
prove navigation, If the water of the Missis- 
sippi be diverted in. a large measure into a 
canal below New Orleans leading into 
Lake Borgne, the fall of the wa 
ter will be increased in proportion 
to a reduction of the distance from 
fifty or sixty miles to fiye or six miles. Such 
a channel would not merelyfarnish a release 
to the surplus waters of the Mississippi, but 
at the same time serve to increase the veloc- 


and jetties, would ingrease the transporting 

The real objection:to the outlet system, as 
Tue Trinuye has frequently pointed out, is 
that it ig too cheap. The canal proposed by 
Capt, Cowdon from the river to Lake Borgne 
can be excavated a mile in width, and the 
dirt thrown up in embankments on each 
side, at a cost not exceeding very much, if at 
all, the amount of the appropriation that was 
made for the salaries and e¥penses of the 
present Commission during the period it has 
been engaged in making up its rt, In- 
stead of starting out with $5,000, BS rec 
ommended by the Eads Comm n, one- 
tenth of that sum woyld be enough 
to construct the proposed outlet into 
Lake Borgne, and practically test the 


efficiency of that method for the improve- 


ment of the river and for protection against 
overflows, Isn't it wiser to risk $250,000 in 
the case of a theoretical dispifte over the 
practical operation of two given plans, when 
the expenditure of that sum may solve the 
whole difficulty, than to risk $5,000,000 in the 
partial test of a plan, at least equally uncer- 
tain, which will require unestimated mill- 
ions for its completion? That is the present 
alternative. If the Commission were acting 
in the best interests of the people and Gov- 
ernment economy, it uld not hesitate to 
recommend the test costing a quarter of a 
million instead of that costing five millions 
in the face of an honest difference of opinion 
as to the relative merit of the two plans, 
especially when the proposed appropriation 
of five millions will earry with it future ex- 
penditures which the Commission admits to 
be beyond the power of mathematical cal- 
culation, Theinference from this state of 
things is, that the Commission has no regard 
for economy nor for the interests of the 
people, but represents a cluss that desires an 
opportunity to grab public moneys in the 
largest possible amounts without regard to 
the results, so far as the Mississippi over- 
flows and the improvement of navigation are 
concerned.

SWEET BELIS JANGLED. 

There is trouhle again in Cincinnati. Mr. 
Nichols, the President uf the Musical Col- 
lege Association, and Mr. Theodore Thomas, 
its Director, have come in sharp collision 
upon the ostensible question of management, 
and, when the idiusynerasies of the two men 
are considered, it may well be imagined that 
such a collision involves total Wreck on one 
side or the other. The public has been re- 
waled with these collisions before, but friend- 
ly efforts at compromise have mitigated ang 
damages that otherwise would have ensued, 
but this time Mr. Thomas has presented an 
ultimatum, upon the acceptance of which 
hangs his further connection with the insti- 
tution. In this dilema it is reported that 
Mr, Nichols is in negotiation with Brahms, 
the rising German musician and composer, to 
take the place. As the Emperor of China is 
quite likely to accept the place as Herr 
Brahms, this contingency may be dismissed 
without comment. Nor is it necessary at 
this time te discuss the causes which are 
alleged as at the bottom of this quarrel. 
Even should the differences be patched up 
by the surrender of Mr, Nichols, the gettle- 
ment could only be temporary at best, and 
the trouble would break out again after the 
May festival without question, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Thomas’ fiveryears contract. The 
unsatisfactory personal relations between 
the two men are only the superficial cause; 
the management of the College a mere pre- 
text. The real cause lies deeper. 

It may be found in the exaggerated claims 
which Cineinnati makes as a musical centre. 
Undoubtedly that city is the musical centre 
of Hamilton County and of the State of 
Ohio, but the assumption that it is the music- 
al centre of this country, or even of the 
West, is preposterous. Cincinnati was fort- 
unate in the first instance in having one citi- 
zen who was publie-spirited enough to give 
her a music-hall and an organ. She was 
fortunate in the next place in securing Mr. 
Theodore Thomas as the conductor of her 
biennial festivals, Without him these festi- 
vals would not have been a success, and Cin- 
cinnati would not have had her present repu- 
tation. If he leaves Cineinnati he will take 
with him what music there is in that eity. 
Outside of the festivals, which have largely 
been supported from abroad, music has fam- 
ished, as could be shown by the records of 
opera and traveling concert troupes, Cin- 
einnati has never been able to stand an opera 
season of more than three or four days ip 
duration. Mr. Thomas has undoubtedly dis- 
coyered this, and sees that he made a mis- 
take in leaving New York. There is no 
musical atmosphere there except once in two 
years. Between times it is pork and whisky. 
The place for agreat conductor isin a great 
city like New York, with a cosmopolitan popu- 
lation and crowds of strangers from all parts 
of the eountry,—not in a provincial Ohio 
River town, where the people are stationary 
and conventional. It was as absurd for 
Mr, Thomas to go to Cincinnati as it 
would be for Costa to go to Birmingham, or 
Pasdeloup to Bordeaux, or Hans Richter to 
a village in the Black Forest, or our own Mr, 
Tomlins to White Pigeon. Great conductors 
bélong in great cities, Mr. Thomas unques- 
tionably realizes the mistake he has made, 
and this is the real cause of his discontent, 
At one time he contemplated coming to 
Chicago, which is a much more important 
musical centre than Cineinnati, but his 
friends here advised him to the contrary. It 
would have been well if he had had equally 
sincere friends in Cincinnati. It is a pity to 
see aman 80 devoted to his art, and in 
reality one of the three or four really great 
conductors of the world, hampered as he is. 
His only remedy is to cut loose as svon as he 
can do so honorably, and go back to New 
York and take his orchestra, under same 
competent business manager, making period- 
ical visits to the West, as he used to do, but 
keeping New York as his base of operations,

Hobson, Democrat. A whole town was thrown 
out, but, after tabula the returns, it was 
found that Smith still had 23 majority. A letter 
of instructions, accompanied by a biank return, 
was thereupon sent from the office of the Secre- 
tary of State to the Town Clerk of Somerville, a 
man named Bowler; and de confesses that be 
made out a new return, and signed 
to it the names of all the Selectmen, 
none of whom were present 
knew. anything of the transaction. In this 
fraudulent return the name ot the Republican 
candidate was pur ly miswritten, Andrew 
A. K. Smith; and votes were consequently 
thrown out, the tabulation 12 changed to 
correspond. The testimony ot e Selectmen 
who signed the original and genuine returns 
shows that the ballots were correctly cast and 
counted for Andrew R. G. Smith, which was the 
true name of the candidate; the town records 
show the same thing; and the alterations in the 
firat tabulation are piaiuly visible. It would not 
be surprising if criminal prosecutions of some 
of the Fusionist politicians should follow the 
lemislative inquiry.

The Maine investigation is bringirg to light 
not one or a doten, but scores, of most audacious 
frauds.

Personal! dnd financial influence may do much

Sanitary education 
alone has accomplished this 80 far as it, has been 
accomplished; without Influence and without 
money it has cleaned up, deddorized, and disin- 
too many contagiou-breeding places: with 
these attributes it has in many 2 ser pre- 
vented, locally at least, an acdimulation of 
disease-breeding filth. In the Third Ward, 
sanitary intelligence, influence, and money_has 
reduced the death rate, while in the Sixth Ward 
it has been increased; but how, through the 
ignorance and indigence of its inhabitants or 
through municipal mismanagement?
